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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim 47 is pending. Claims 43, 46, 48, 50, 52-55, and 57-63 are cancelled by 
examiner's amendment, as set forth below. The BPAI decision dated May 19, 2010 is noted. No 
claim amendments, arguments, and/or additional evidence were submitted by Appellants in 
response to the BPAI decision. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 47 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Examiner's Amendment
